Death, injuries 
mar world 
soccer match 


YAOUNlJK (Reuter) - Cameroun soldiers rushed 
on to the field Mwiday night wdien Congolese soccer 
players beat up the referee of a World qualifying 
matoh. In the fighting, one man died and sev'eral pe<^le 
were severely injured. , 

h'ighting erupted eight minutes from the end of the 
match betw'een the two nati<xial squads when the Zam¬ 
bian referee ordered a penalty against the Congolese 
Red Devils. 

The Congolese w’ere leading 2*1 at the time. 

Watched by 80.000 spectators, Congolese players at¬ 
tacked die referee, kicking him in die head, and 
molested officials from both countries who sought to in¬ 
tervene. 

A senior police official from Cameroun. responsible 
for the players' safety, died and several Congolese 
were injui^. 

Tn Bra 2 ^aville. the olficial Congolese radio said hio 
Congolese players, the trainer and the team dijcior 
were severely injured. 

'Fhe team was-rushed back to Brazzaville aboard 
the personal plane of President Marien Ngouabi. 

The president had been watching the match on tele¬ 
vision and dis{)atched the plane as soon as the fighting 
broke out, the radio said.

Tord mania’ surprises 
British bookie firm 

LONDON (UPI) — The British boolcmaking 
firni Ladbroke’s Monday made president Ford its 
favorite to win the election based on a run of last 
minute betting. 

‘‘In 12 years of political betting I have never 
known anything like tiiis,” Ladbroke’s director Ron 
Pollard said. “It can only be described as Ford 
mania.” ^ 

The finn booked bets on Ford at odds of 4-5. 
Bets on Jimmy Carter were taken at even money. 

Another British betting fiim, William Hill, said 
it has received $40,000 in bks on the U.S. campaign.

The confrontation came 
when Rev. Qenncm King, pas¬ 
tor of a non-denominationa! 

30 
miles away, posted a notice 
on the Baptist parsonage door 
announcing he would seek 
membership in the church. 
King said he was challenging 
a church rule against blacks 
worshipping at the church. 

A 1965 resolution baning 
“Negroes and other civil 
ri^ts agitators” split the 
small cemgregatiem. Carter, 
.several members of his fami¬ 
ly and one other persons 
voted against the resolution. 

In meeting with reporters 
outside the church Sunday. 
Edwards said the 1965 resolu¬ 
tion referred to “niggers.” 

”1 was in error as to the 
terminology of the 1965 resolu¬ 
tion.” he said Monday. "And I 
deeply regret that.” 

But, he said, that was the 
word used when the resolution 
was read at the deacons' 
meeling last Tuesday night. 

Black leaders in Geotgia 
and elsewhere defended 
Carter, claiming the incident 
may have been "a Watergate- 
type trick” staged to embar¬ 
rass Carter. 

But King denied there wa.s 
any political motivation be¬ 
hind his act. In Hanisburg, 
Pa., Betty Ford suggested 
Carter was simply getting 
what he deserved. 

■‘It is a segregated chun h 
and obviously that’s how he 
feels about the problem of se¬ 
gregation,” Mrs. Ford'sald. 

Black politicians and t-ier- 
gymen supporting the Geor¬ 
gian’s candidacy reacted an¬ 


grily, however, and a Cleve¬ 
land. Ohio.y minister claimed 
the Ford campaign was trying 
tu capitalize *<mi the issue by 
sending election eve tele¬ 
grams to black clergymen In 
his area. 

"I have just received a two- 
page telegram from President 
Ford’s committee decrying 
the activities of Jimmy 
Carter’s church in Plains. 
Ga.. yesterday.” said the- 
Rev. iillred Waller, pastor of 
Shiloh Mptisl Church.

Education 'Alinister Pat 
McGeer Monday promised a 
compuls<.»iy core curriculum 
for all B.C. schools by next 
September. ^ 

The mov/ was wcicomef by 
the B.C. School Trustees Asso¬ 
ciation which has been push¬ 
ing for yeprs for a firmer 
base education with Em¬ 
phasis on the three Rs. 

• Mctreer said he believed 
that B.C. school programs 
should fall into three ' cate¬ 
gories — “that which must be 
leaded, that which should be 
learnetl, and that which may 
be learned.” 

To achieve hi.s Hrsl objec¬ 
tive his deiiariment will sum 
>sue a lx*oklet suggesting 
cui-e curriculum goals. It will 
lie widely distrilwted to edu¬ 
cators. school trustees and 
other interested riersons to ob¬ 
tain fcedliaok for tireparation 
of the final docurrtent. 

McGeer declined to stale 
his OW71 core curriculum de¬ 
sires. *

“The booklet will outline the 
basic skill and knowledge 
ev ery child should have as he 
passes through primary. In¬ 
termediate and secondary 
school years,” he said. “As it 
is used as a basis for discust 
Sion I’m sure there will be 
suggestions that some things 
be taken out and others 
added.” 

He declined even to hint at 
what goals the booklet, now at 
the Queen's Printers, might 
contain. 

In addition tu laid-down 
hasic educational require¬ 
ments i^cGeer said more lati¬ 
tude would be given to school 
boai-ds to decide what “may 
be learned” in schools. 

”T!ie material whidi may 
be learned will be at the local 
option,” he said. “The core 
curriculum and the recom¬ 
mended curriculum, will not 
be the entire program. It is 
not possible, nor is* it desirea- 
bl^ to specify all of the activ¬ 


ities w hhii should occur in all 
of the schools.^ 

He said thAt while education 
department officials would 
participate in discussions at 
the local level “the depart- 
'^ment will not be the only au¬ 
thority. There is no intention 
that course materia! pre¬ 
scribed by the department 
will ^ a straitjacket.” 

McGeer said the booklet 
outlining . core curriculum 
goals “has not been prepared 
in an Ivory tower. It is the 
pnVlucl of an intensive effoii 
b.v my officials. It re.sult.s 
from consultations with 
parents, members of the gen¬ 
eral public, teachers, ad- 
miniairators, university 
• ptofessors and educational ex¬ 
perts.” 

As part of his new direction 
for education. McGeer said 
programs such as the spring 
language assessment would 
be expanded until a T'^rma- 
nent assessment of the value 


ol educational programs was 
in place. 

He exjdained the projsised 
assessment program as aim¬ 
ing for detailed assessment of 
what is being taughl^and h-.w 
effectivel.v it Is lieirig taught. 
\\'hile individual students will 
be included in the assessment 
program. McGeer said there 
was no intention of going bark 
to tlie old “pass-failure" sys¬ 
tem. 

“We shall be evaluating 
progr^is to find out how ef¬ 
fective they are,” he said. 

The minister said he had 
received many suggestions on 
how to improve the s.vstem 
since taking over a.s mini.'^ter. 

“Most of these'suggest ions ' 
r‘mtained recommendations 
about what should or should 
not be taught in schools," he-~. 
said. “Some proposals contra¬ 
dict otheT's. A few of the more 
extieme suggestions contain 
fjersonal visions of a. future 
which most citizens seem to 
reject. 

“Others idealize a past to 
which most do not wish to re¬ 
turn.”

UNITED NATIONS (CPt, 
Canada urged the UN on Mon- 
da.v to miss no opportunity to 
apply relentless international 
])ressure on South Africa and 
its electorate to force them to 
abandon tlieir policies of 
apartheid. 

In a hard-hitluig speech, 
Canadian delegate Robert 
Slanbury told the General X.s- 
sembly that change must fake 
place now-not five or 10 
years hence—“if conditions of 
chronic turbulence which risk 
deteriorati<^ into civil war” 
are to be avoided. 

Outbreaks of racial violence 
in South Atrica during the 
liast year demonstrate clearly 
that the time remaining for 
peaceful changg is “growing 
shorter day by day.” said 
Stanbuo'. Liberal member of 
Parliament for York-Scar- 
horough and a member of 
Canada s UN delegation.

Vote result likely late 


WASHINGTON (CP) — 
Carter or Ford? 

The answer, resolving one 
of the closest presidential 
election campaigns of tlje cen¬ 
tury, should become apparent 
tonif^t as polls cloae progres- 
sdvely from east to west 
across the United States. 

If the experts are correct, 
the battle will be a late 
one, fou^t in California and 
Texas and in other states with 
large blocs <rf electoral col¬ 
lege votes. 

The cru<dal Importance of 
the electoral vot^ has turned 
the spotlight on those two 
states and on six others, 
which may hold the key to the 
White House.

WASHINGTON (CP) — In 
addition to helping choose a 
president, votere in six states 
will use the ballot boxes today 
to pass judgment on nuclear 
power. 

Their decision could deter¬ 
mine the future of nuclsar 
power In Arizona, Colorado, 
Washington, Oregon, Montana 
and Ohio. 

All six state ballots have es¬ 
sentially the same proposal: 
that fiulhcr development of 
nuclear power plants be 
banned unless there first are 
guarantees of safety and com¬ 


pensation for accidents, with 
(he guarantees receiving le« 
gislature endorsement. 

The nuclear and dectrical 
utility industries aay the pro- 
I) 96 ed requiremmta are to 
^ugh that they would effec- 
"^tively^ block development ot 
nuclear power in tbo^ states. 

That would in turn mean 
shortages of electricity, the 
industries say^ 

But envlr^mient groups 
and other backers of the pro¬ 
posals say nuclear power 
plants arc hazardous and such 
requirements are justified.

Mozambique border 


DAR US SALAAM. Tan-* 
zania (UPI) — Mozambique 
•said Monday night that tank- 
led Rhodesian troops .with 
bomber support have invaded 
two sections of its ten’itory in 
the white regime’s most ex¬ 
tensive cross-border raids 
against guerrilla sanctuaries. 

■'Fierce fighting is still 
going on.” the Mozambique 
information agency said in a 
communique. 

Rhodesia, which rept)rted 
the attack Sunday, had said 
its security forces conducted 
a “hot-pursuit” operation 
against guerrillas — typically 
a hit-and-run assault of short 
duration. Mozambique said 
the Rhodesian troops liad 
been across the border for 
more than 24 hours and w ere 
an invasion force. 

Mozambique said Rhodesian 
troops using tanks, mortars, 
cannon, aircraft, including 
bombers, infantry and mount¬ 
ed troops crossed into Mozam¬ 
bique at 4 a.m. Sunday, enter¬ 
ing Gaza province where Rhf>- 
dosia, Mozambique and South 
Africa meet. 

Other Rhodesian forces re¬ 
portedly crossed into Tete 
province in Northwesfei’n Mo¬ 


zambique at 5:25 a.m. Sun¬ 
day. 

The communique said the 
Rhodesian force in Gaza prov¬ 
ince was trying to drive deep 
into Mozambique and lhat the 
invaders already had cut lines 
of communication, inrluding a 
railroad. 


The staternent reported bat¬ 
tles under' way in .five dif¬ 
ferent areas of Tete province. 

Mozambique contends Rho¬ 
desian forces have made 
more than 50 strikes into its 
territory since Mozambique 
closed its border with Rhode¬ 
sia last March.

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British responsibility 



I T IS REPORTED from Geneva that British officials 
are considering putting forward a proposal that 
a multiracial Commonwealth peacekeeping force be 
sent to Rhodesia to maintain law and order during the 
two-year interim period before the territory is handed 
over to a black majority government. 

Such a suggestion is inane. One only has to look at 
the suggested participants — Black Africa, Cana'da', , 
Australia, New Zealand, and perhaps former Asian 
colonies of Britain — to see the unacceptabHity and 
unworkability of such a force. 

In the first instance Canada should be 
automatically disqualified due to the well and 
frequently publicized anti-white Rhodesian bias 
displayed by its prime minister. One could hardly 
blame the whites in the disputed territory if they 
regarded members of the Canadian armed forces with 
the gravest suspicion in the light of the intemperate 
statements made by their political leader, Pierre 
Trudeau. 

H New Zealand troops are to serve then that would 
eliminate any participation by black African states, if 
black countries refused to compete in the Olympics 
because of New Zealand's great sin of playing rugby 
with South Africans, they would hardly be prepared to 
serve with them in the same peacekeeping force. 

And which of the black African states would be 


invited to take part? Zambia, which harbors and trains 
Rhodesian terrorists? Tanzania, which does the same? 
Uganda, whose leader, Idi Amin, has promised to use 
his Russian aircraft and tanks to destroy all whites in 
Southern Africa?’' 

The use of Australia, of course, would be open to 
question as there Is great public sentiment there in 
'favor of the white Rhodesians. 

This leaves India and Pakistan as the only likely 
participants, providing they can be kept from each 
other's throats and if, indeed, they can afford to 
weaken their home forces in the face of increasing 
internal disturbances. 

All in all such a suggestion cannot be taken 
seriously. 

Basically, of course, there is no need for a massive 
force to be sent to Rhodesia. The problem of who shall 
be in control of law and oWer during the transition 
period is not a difficult one. Legally, Rhodesia is still a 
British colony and Britain should now accept full 
/^responsibility for keeping the peace in the embattled 
country. 

All that is required is for two or three senior 
members of the Imperial General Staff to take over 
command of the Rhodesian armed forces and police 
and the matter would be settled to the satisfaction of 
all Rhodesians — black and white.

T he PRESfDE.NT of the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada. Andy Stewart, has complained that the 
federal government is misleading its employees in 
Ottawa by not announcing its intention to move many 
of them — perhaps about 20,000 — to other parts of the 
country in the next five or six years. Mr. Stewart's 
complaint followed the announcement by Veterans 
Affairs Minister Daniel MacDonald that all but a core 
group of ministry officials and the veterans land 
administration group will be transferred from Ottawa 
to Charlottetown by the early 1980s. 

According to the PSAC president, employees 
received a letter telling them about the move just 
before it was publicly announced, and saying that all 
departments had been asked to consider similar 
Iransters. it was about time, he said, to publish the 
government s program in this respect "so that people 
atfected can plan accordingly. " 

Mr. Stewart does not say, however, just how 
employees could plan accordingly" if the whole 
program of decentralization of government could be 
made lirm and announced at once. The way it has been 
working, the plans of most people have not been 
changed 

In the move to Charlottetown, Mr. Stewart says, 
660 employees will be involved and this will mean at 
least $6.5 million in relocation costs.

The taxpayer might reasonably expect, however, 
to see the number of federal employees in the national 
capital gradually dwindle by attrition.

Although two-thirds of mar¬ 
ried women belong to the work 
force in Western society, the 
majority still earn less than 
their husbands and^look upon 
their pay as a mere supplement 
to the family income. When the 
average marriage breaks up 
the wife facds a painful drop in 
her material standard of living. 

And this is because she was 
brought up by well-meaning but 
misguided parents, to expect 
the financial support of a man 
in return for sexual services, 
care of children and house¬ 
keeping chores In spite of all 
the reforms initial^ bsr the 
womens’ liberatiem movement, 
the majority of Western girls 
still cling to the notion that 
marriage, motherhood and 
housewiferv’ should be their ul¬ 
timate goal.

Most of • us have heard 
parents of high school girls say 
that they encourage their 
daughters to go on to com¬ 
munity college or university 
primarily “to meet the right 
kind of man ’ and only inciden¬ 
tally to equip themselves for a 
career.

Electoral myths 

By GWYNNE^ DYER from Britain 


One of the untruths we live by is that free 
elections are a judgment on past government 
and a choice for the future. Somehow or 
other, we like to believe, the mysterious 
workings of a deep popular wisdom decreed 
the recent change of government in Sweden, 
decided between the two Helmuts in West 
Germany, and today will ratify or reject the 
leadership of President Ford in America. 

Yet the evidence lies before us every day 
that the election process, especially at the 
national leadership levei. is mostiy a iottery 
Pubiic opinion is swayed as much by 
triviaiities and irreievancies as by facLs 
and poiicies, and so voiatiie that it is aimosi 
constanti^ in motion. Rational choice plays 
about as big a part in the outcome as con¬ 
tinental drift. 

In half a dozen elections in big Western 
countries in recent years it has been painfully 
clear from the trend of opinion polls that 
holding the election a week earlier, or a week 
later, would have reversed the verdict Nixon 
would have beaten Jack Kennedy in the I960 
U S. election, and Hubert Humphrey would 
have beaten Nixon in 1968. The Socialist- 
Communist coalition would have beaten 
President Giscard d’Estaing in France and 
Edward Heath's Coriservatives would have 
won in Britain In 1974. 

★ * ★ 

What sort of mature popular wisdom gives 
an unknown quantity like Mr. Jimmy Carter 
47 per cent of the American vote in March, 62 
per cent of the vote in July, and around 50 per 
cent of the vote a few days ago. when In 
between he did nothing and said practically 
nothing of consequence? What we have her* 
is a system operated at least as much by 
chance as by choice: sub-Kennedy good looks 
and down-home sincerity boo.st your ratings, 
an excess of religious fervor and naughty 
words published in Playboy knock them down 
again. 

Money for advertising, personality for 
mesmerising and even attractive policies will 
buy you more tickets in the electoral lottery, 
but do not change its character. An elec¬ 
torate's memory can be summed up in the 
question: "What have you done for us 
lately? " The same approach to economic 
policy will win a party support at the lop of a 
boom, and ruin its chances at the bottom of 
the economic cycle. 

Meteorology can be as Important as per¬ 
sonalities. In Britain it is reckoned that heavy 
rain on election day can cost Labor a poten¬ 
tially decisive number of votes, since Conser¬ 
vative supporters ate generally more deter¬ 
mined to register their opinions. Even a 
government that has consistently fulfilled 
every promise on which it was elected, and 
has hem lucky enou^ to escape scandal en¬ 
tirely. can fall victim to the phenomenon 
known to the British as "Buggin's turn. ' 

Recognizing that njpsl elections are lot¬ 
teries should not breed cynicism Therb is an 
element of principle in politics, and once in a 
while national eleebons are actually fought 


on some great issue where the dividing line is 
clear. (Although to hold the same election 
earlier or later might still give a different 
result.) For the most part, the muddle of 
policies, personalities and transient popular 
moods, which successful candidates 
somehow cobble together into victory, simply 
reflect the variety and confusion of human 
social life. r 

It is indeed a poUbcian's lisbnct. and often 
his duty, not to make the issue loo clear and 
divisive. Responsible Canadian federal 
politicans carefully keep the question nf 
French Canada's future as blurred as possi 
hie. and most British politicians strive 
desperately to preserve a degree of consensus 
on devolution of power to Scotland and Wales 
among ail the main parties. 

The real lost hero ol America In the 
1960s, Lyndon Johnson, tragically destroyed 
by a war he never understood, made his 
greatest gift to his country by refusing to run 
for the presidency again in 1968. He would 
probably have won. but the savage divisions 
his candidacy would have caused might even 
have damaged the democraGc process itself 
Voters also have an instinct in these matters, 
as last year in Australia when they rejected 
former Prime Minister Gough Whitlam's at¬ 
tempt to fight an election on the single issue 
of his dismissal. 

If then a democratic election is most often 
the moral equivalent of a lottery, with few 
clear choices possible, and in any case no 
foreknowledge of what particular qualities 
will be most needed in a national leader over 
the next few years, what is it good for? The 
answer may perhaps be found in same of the 
early democracies of classical times, when 
they actually did choose public officials by lot 
from among the citizens 

__ * * ♦ 

The point about elections is not that you 
get better leaders. It is probably largely the 
same breeds of men who are drawn to politics 
in democratic and in totalitarian states, 
although they accept radically different 
ground rules. It is just that you get to change 
your leaders at frequent intervals. 

TYie group you dismiss may not have done 
much harm, and the bunch you put in their 
place are likely no better. But the sheer fact 
of regular, unpredictable change at the top js 
the great guarantee of all the individual 
liberty and variety which are the real 
benefits of a democracy. 

In extraordinary times, of course, when 
the electorate strongly wants fundamental 
change, elections provide a non-violent 
avenue towards it. In ordinary times, they 
often seem petty and confusing events,>held 
mainly to proviile employment for legions of 
journalists and ad-men, but that is because 
we tend to expect too much of them Drop the 
illusion that elections are a search for 
national saviors, and think ol them mainly 
as a system of crop-rotation for pohtlcians. 
and you may even enjoy the spectacle of the 
power froaks playing at humility.

Indeed, bodies with axe and 
arrow wounds floating down 
the Wahgi River as it left the 
mountains to the south were 
thejirst indication that anyone 
lived in what was hitherto 
thought to be uninhabited 
country. 

Fighting is believed to have 
intensified in recent years as 
pressures on the old ways of 
life increased. 


Police say much of the re¬ 
cent trouble has stemmed from 
unemployed and bored young 
men being urged to Ti^t by 
older men trying to reassert 
their influence in the face of 
change. 

One method tried by the 
authorities in an effort to stem 
the bloodshed was by urging 
traditional leaders to use their 
influence. 

Hus has met with little suc¬ 
cess. Photographs taken from 
the police helicopter show 
elderly men wearing the 
peaked cap of office formerly 
issued to government- 


appointed officials prominent 
on the battlefield, 
i It also is not clear if the old 
leaders could stop the fighting 
if they tried. 

The authorities tried using 
traditional methods to stop the 
fighting earner this year, 
holding feasts and meetings. 
But no final solution was 
reached. 

"The problem is that the 
righting stops for a while and 
then something happens and it 
starts all over again.” says 
Provincial Commissioner Jack 
Bagita. 

He believes one cauM of con¬ 
tinuing disputes is a cnange in 
the medium of compensation 
payments, from pigs to cash 
and trade-store goods. 

“The cash component has 
gone very much out of propor¬ 
tion: Their demands are much 


more unreasonable these 
days.” he says. 

In August this year, police 
tried new tactics, using a 
chartered helicopter for recon- 
naisance flights. 

At first the warriors saw no 
threat in the helicopter. They 
even waved to it and then got 
back to the serious business of 
showering arrows on their op¬ 
ponents. 

But later they were arrested, 
confronted with incriminating 
aerial photographs and 
charged with riotous behavior 
or carrying offensive weapons. 

Since then, there has been a 
sharp drop in the number of 
fights, police claim. 

For the number of persons 
involved in the fighting, the 
death toll of 29 over the last 12 
months appears low. 

Police attribute this to the in¬ 


efficiency of the weapons used: 
unflighted arrows and cumber¬ 
some, multi-pronged hardwood 
spears seven feet long and 
axes, and to the formal and 
ritualistic nature of the com¬ 
bat. 

It is different with what are 
called "payback” revenge 
raids where killing is the main 
object. 

"niey get sneaky and creep 
about at five o’clock in the 
morning.” a policeman said. 

"Paybacks" also bring out 
some of the more sophisticated 
and gruesome aspects of 
Chimbu warfare such as am¬ 
bushing a victim, cutting him 
into as many pieces as possible 
and then sewing the pieces 
back together with grass. 

This is said to te done so 
skilfully that when the dead 
man is discovered by his 


kinsmen, the operation is not 
apparent until they try to pick 
up the body. It is considered a 
major insult. 

Siwi Kurondo. president of 
the Chimbu-area authority, 
blames politics for the fact that 
traditional leaders cannot stop 
the fighting. 

In the old days, he says, clan 
leaders met and reached agree¬ 
ment to stop the fighting fairly 
quickly. 

Now ‘‘the politicians are 
competing for power.” 

“Many people want to be 
politicians, members of parlia¬ 
ment or prime minister, and 
this is ruining the place. 

“The university lads and 
members of parliament are at¬ 
tempting to take charge And 
with this many people trying 
to speak for us, tte real leaders 
are unable to stop the fights.”

This Code of Cool 
branch of stoicism

A friend who shall be identified only by the 
code name Hbrry Hotspur says that if he 
hears about one more politician who is ab¬ 
solutely “unflappable” or another quarter¬ 
back who “never loses his poise under fire, ” 
he will — he gives the world fair warning — 
blow his cool. 

What is it, Harry H. wonders, that gets 
Americans so exciM about those who keep 
their heads while all others around them are 
losing theirs? 

♦ ♦ 

The publishing of Mary Hemingway's 
memoir. How It Was, reminds Harry of 
Ernest Hemingway's justly famous definition 
of courage as "grace under pressure " Here, 
he believes, is the Code of Cool at its best, yet 
what a mixed effect it has had! 

Public faces from Humphrey Bogart to 
John F. Kennedy have set themselves at 
temperatures from frozen solid to jiist-this- 
sideof-thaw as the American male has prac¬ 
ticed looking like a Hemingway hero. 

As a branch of stoicism, as a style of 
behavior for men in a bad situation (such as 
war or running out of gas on the Painted 
Desert), the Code of Cool cannot be faulted, 
Harry concedes. He thiqife the problem oc¬ 
curs when this crisis — pmlosophy — essen- 
tionally designed for survival in physical 
emergencies — is applied as an allpurpose ap¬ 
proach to life. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Harry’s simplified and selected history of 
American archetypes reads like this: 

1. The father of all codes of cool: the 
puritan For the puritan, "grace under pres¬ 
sure " held an ironic double meaning HO may 
have had the light, but it was. in Ingmar 
Bergman’s phrase, "a winter’s light. ” 

2. The frontiersman — surviving wild 
beasts and Indians (so his myth went) by 
total cool. The frosty-blue, long-distance eye„ 
said it all. Next to his long riRei boy was the 
frontiersman ever his own blKMriend! 

3. The Yankee — that wilWng pocket- 
calculator. Think of Benjamin Franklin, 
rating.at the top of his moral echelon cool vir¬ 
tues like ’’Order,” "manliness,” 
"Frugality.” 

4. The tycoon, otherwise known as Horatio 
Alger on ice. Money is certainly the coolest of

Leslie H. Farber, a brilliant essayist on 
American character, has confronted the 
whole phenomenon as well as anybody, Harry 
believes. We moderns, Farber argues, trust 
almost desperately in -the power of the will, 
that coldest part of the psyche. 

If we will a thing hard enough, we can, by 
icy determination, make it happen, and now. 
Fanatics of the cool, we think we can even 
will ourselves to be just that: cool. 

This morning, if Americans follow prece¬ 
dent, Harry pr^cts we will vote for the man 
who best gives the illusion of being in charge. 
And our judgment will begin with the 
question: Is this man in charge of himself? 

Meanwhile, Harry laments, greatness all 
too regularly seems to lie outsit these cool 
boundaries. He asks you: Was any great 
prophet cool? Moses? Isaiah? Was any great 
artist cool? Sophocles? Shakespeare? 
Michelangelo? Was Winston Churchill cool?

Deep down, HariY believes, Americans 
know that cool is not everything — that there 
IS a generosity of mind, a responsiveness of 
feeling, a risk-taking of faith that lie beyond 
the Code of Cool.

They’ll just make another one of those Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin lists that turn everything 
they touch to cool. 

And that’s the whole trouble, Harry com¬ 
plains. A cool society allows only two 
responses even to its dissidwts: Be prac¬ 
tical; or make a wisecrack. Sometimes it's 
enough to make Harry scream — which, he 
doesn't fail to suggest, is at least one way out.

Michel Rochard, the 
Socialist party’s national 
secretary, saw an attempt to 
compensate through the pen 
for an impotence in action. 

The obstacles that Giscard 
now faces have been un¬ 
derlined by events earlier in 
October. A survey published by 
the economic magazine. Ex¬ 
pansion. showed that three 
French employers out of four 
believe that the left is going to 
win the election. 

The pessimism of wealthy 
Frenchmen had led. quickly, to 
a massive Right of capital 
across France’s frontiers. 
Dowp went the franc until the 


situation had reached what the 
newspapers called a 
“debacle.” Mitterrand was 
blamed for a remark confirm¬ 
ing the left’s nationalization 
program. An unguarded 
remark in the National 
Asambly by Raymond Barre, 
the prime minister, about a 
possiblity of a wealth tax led 
to panic selling of French 
shares on the bourse. The fol¬ 
lowing day, Barre was forced 
to renounce, angrily and 
emphatically, an idea of a 
wealth tax. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

Finally, the France-Soir- 
Sofres opinion poll showed that 
in the week before the publica¬ 
tion of tbe president’s book, his 
popularity had plunged into the 
red — 43 satisfied to 45 dis¬ 
satisfied — for the first time 
since he came to power two 
years ago. The question now is 
whether more than a best¬ 
seller is needed to recapture 
the lost ground.

Chirac’s venture is very ob¬ 
viously aimed against Giscard. 
Ihe president, at first, hid his 
annoyance: but signs of resent¬ 
ment have since become in¬ 
creasingly evident.

Apparently under Sanguinet- 
ti's .influence, though he of 
course has other advisers. 
Chirac has given a leftward 
slant to his Gaullist renais¬ 
sance. The former prime 
minister now regrets having 
given the impression, in office, 
of indifference to reform and 
an apparent endorsement of 
fhe social status quo against 
the onslaught of the feft.

The strange result has been 
to give Chirac’s political 
doctrine a prounced Giscardian 
coloring, as the two men enter 
a collision course. Where they 
part company, apparently ir¬ 
reconcilably. is in Giscard’s in¬ 
sistence. reaffirmed in his "lit¬ 
tle blue book.” on the “useless¬ 
ly dramatic character” of 
French political controversy 
and the way in which the two 
halves of the nation are thrown 
against one another in a rivalry 
resembling civil war.

But this tension and dr^a 
are the life blood of politic! for 
Chirac. He sees piscard's ap¬ 
peals for calm and reason as a 
capitulation to the left wing.

One of The Royal Bank of 
Canada's senior economists, 
Dr. Ross Peters of Montreal, 
said here Monday night that 
the value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar should finally once again 
slip belOKV' that of its U.S. 
counterpart during 1977 and 
that this will be .of direct ben¬ 
efit to British Columbia. 

Peters told a dinner audi¬ 
ence of about 100 members of 
the Sales and Marketing Kx- 
ecutives of Victoria that tlie 
decline, combined with an e.x- 
pected normal upswing in the 
province’s major cyclical in¬ 
dustry — forestry — will re¬ 
sult in more consumer spend¬ 
ing in this part of the country. 

B.C. relies heavily on for¬ 
estry exports for its ectmomic 
well-being — nartlcularly to 
the U.S. But it’s cU5tomel*s 
I»ay their bills in U.S. dollars, 
the forest companies area get¬ 
ting only 97 cents, or thera- 
bouts, for them and that situn 
alion has been going on since 
last March. 

Peters said that he expected 
that the B.C. Gross Provincial 
Product (GPP) would im¬ 
prove slightly in 1977 over 
1976. basing his guess not only 
on the dollar drop but also on 
file fact that the traditionally 
higher wage settlement* in 
B.C. will keep consumer 
spending buoyant. 

The economist said that 
the underlying weakness in 
Canada’s current account def¬ 
icit would normally suggest a 
lower price for the Canadian 
dollar than mat now' prevail¬ 
ing, but for the great increase 
in net capital inflows into the 
country in the past year. 

“These capital inflows hav'e 
not only kept the price of the 
dollar high — thus hurling our 
competitive position in foreign 
markets — they also add sig¬ 
nificantly to our deficit on 
services because of the cost of 
interest on foreign borresv- 
ings. 

“We expect some reduction 
in net capital inflows in 1977 
partly because ot narrower in¬ 
terest rate spreads between 
Canada and other countries. 

“Lower capital inflows And 
continued red ink in the cur¬ 
rent account should cause the 
price ot the Canadian dollar 
to fall, on average, next year 
to th^ U.S. $0.97-0.98 level. A 
IcFA'er-priced dollar will add to 
inflation by raising the price 
of imports but this cost must 
be offset against the benefit of 
an improvement in our inters 
national <ost competi¬ 
tiveness.” Peters said.

I can only 
wish all candidates good luck 
in their respective races, and 
hope their campaigns arc run 
fairly." he said. 

.\ld. Sandy Noel agreed that 
Bourque did not have to make 
an apology, and said it was 
his belief that "any elected 
person can say anjihing they 
flamn well like.” 

Fra.ser, contacted Mondfl> 
night, said he atill evf)e<ts 
Rotirque to apologize. "Tfis in 
ference was that anyhotly 
who didn’t represent his side* 
wa.s %vrong for council. Thai 
isn’t the democratic process." 
he said. 

' On Oct. 26 Bourque said in¬ 
dications that organbaed labor 
would trj' to dominate local 
t'ouncils were eiident at the 
September meeting of the 
Union of B.C Municipalities 
in Vancouver.

Night visitors ‘friendly’

The average pei'son has never seen a 
member of Greater Victoi-ia's large racoon 
population, according to a Pro\incial Museum 
zoologist. 

The zoologist, aiarles Guiguet, said the 
chunky, :20-pound mammals are friendly, noc¬ 
turnal creatui'c.s which will retuihi to a hou.sc 
for handouts, acc-ompanied by their litters. 

They eat anything, Guiguet said in an 
intciwiew. “Bi'ead, fmit, meat, dogfood, gar- 
l)age. Some people feed thran and tame them 
lo come around regularly.” 

Late at night or before dawn, one can see 
ihein crossing a sticet In gi-oups of two or thi'ee. 

Guiguet said the bushy-tailed ijlack-masked 
animals roam at night searching for food, and 
pi-efer to spend their days “at the top of a good 
tall tree.” 

■He said it didn’t matter what kind of tiee 
as long as it was tall. 

“If you see a bunch of crows yapping 
aiound a tieetop, it's usually because there’s' a 
racoon there. Q’ows don’t like racooas because 
they steal eggs from their nests. Even when the 
nesting sea.son is over, they’ll bug the racoon, 
but he’il just sit tight.” 


Although tile great hoiTied owl, a tough 
bird-piedator, has b^n known to eat baby coons, 
the animal’s main enemy is msui, Guiguet said. 

The zoologist lecalled an incident a few 
>eara ago in Oak Bay when a woman called 
imlice after she had sotted a racoon in a tree 
top. 

”It had pi’obably knocked over a garbage 
can,” Guiguet .said. "The police came and they 
sliol it.” 

A racoon could always be trapped live and 
carried away, he said. 

In the B.C. wilds, a racoon could lay for 
weeks with its leg caught in a steeljaw trap. 
Rather than stay in the trap, a racoon will ti-y 
to chew off its leg, but usu^ly only succeeds in 
breaking the bone or chippir)g its teeth against 
the stei 

Canadian and American furriers seek out 
racoon fur, which is valuable to the lun’ative 
international fur trade. 

“A lot of people think if an animal is 
alive and wild they should destroy it,” Guiguet 
said. 

“You should go out to the Tofino mud flats 
al night. Ail those racoons eating mud-shrimps 
and clams look like the city of VancDUvei: with 
all their eyes shining in your flashlight.”

Tradesmen from 24 unions 
may soon be in a position to 
deliver a knockout punch to 
an adversary which is already 
cm its knees. ^ 

The prospective target Is 
the dual shipyard operation of 
Yarrows Ltd. in Victoria and 
Burrard Dry Dock Co. in 
North Vancouver where a 
business famine has left both 
outlets with greatly-reduced 
work crews. 

Members of the 24 unions 
N^ill conduct a strike vote 
M<Miday. This follows another 
vote in which the latest con¬ 
tract offer was reject<^d by 
the unions on an IS-to-slx 
split. 

Under the terms of the 
Joint Shipyards Conference to 
which they belong, all ot the 
unions are guided by the ma¬ 
jority vote. 

Conference president Jim 
McAvoy of Victoria said the 
last shipyard strike occurred 
13, years ago and lasted sever¬ 
al week.s. He said the unions 
were faced this time with an 
fjffer that would have been 
mofe than four per cent below 
that allowable by federal An- 
ti-Inflation Boai^ guidelines. 
This is based on the eight-per^ 
cent AIB guideline for this 
year and the sl.x-per<ent cell¬ 
ing ne.xt year. 

Details of the offer haven't 
been disclosed, but William 
Hudson of Vant'ouver, pres¬ 
ident of both Yarrows and 
Burrard, said he had reason 
to "question" McAroy's claim 
that the increase would fall so 
lar belo^v the guideline level. 

He «airi he suspected the 
unions were considering 
wages only and not including 
the costs of fringe bwiefits. 
All costs are lumped togeth¬ 
er hy the AIB w^en deter¬ 
mining whether increases sur¬ 
pass the guidelines. 

McAvoy said the drastic 
lack of work has over the last 
several months altered the 
employment picture In the 
two outlets from a "possible 
high" of 1,800 lo 900 or fewer. 
But Hudson said only "about 
one-third of the wxjrk force" is 
.still on the .job. 

"And there is a great possi¬ 
bility of further layoffs. 
There's just no work." 

Both management and the 
unions agree on one fioint: the 


severe slymp in shipbuilding 
is not isolated but is part of a 
world-wide "soft market." 

Monday's strike vote is ex¬ 
pected to be tabulated by 
noon Tuesday, but no legal 
walkout could occur while me¬ 
diator Fred Geddes is still ac¬ 


tively involved in the dispute. 

The indication was that the 
unions would — if given a 
strike mandate — ask Geddes 
to "report out." This is the 
formality necessarj’ in wind¬ 
ing up mediation without an 
agreement.

David Jefferson, the double 
amputee who has been de¬ 
scribed as a courageous vic¬ 
tim of fate, is continuing to 
break new legal ground in his 
fight for justice in the em- 
plojTTient market. 

Jefferson, 33. who Touched 
off the first Canadian hearing 
over the ques^iw of physical¬ 
ly-handicapped people and 
human rights, has set another 
precedent with a move to the 
B.C. Supreme Court. 

His case grew out of his 
failure to gain employment as 
an engineer with B.C. Ferries. 
Despite his loss of a hand and 
one foot, Jefferson has 
wvirived as an engineer aboard 
weather ships. 

An independent board of in¬ 
quiry, set up at the request of 
the B.C. Human Rights 
branch, ruled several weeks 
ago that B.C. Ferries didn’t 
discriminate against Jefferson 
In turning down his bid for a 
job. 

Jefferson has now been 
granted the right to appeal 
^at decision to the Supreme 
Court and the Colcmist learned 
Monday night tliat his legal 
costs will be picked up by the 
Human Rights Branch. 

A provincial government 
source said the case al¬ 
so marks "the first time the 
branch or a complainant ever 
appealed a decision to the 
courts." 

The government decision 
was that the api>oal would 
have to be launched in Jeffer¬ 
son’s name — and not that of 
the branch — but that the 
liranch could pay his legal 
costs. 

Human rights officials were 
upset hy the independent 
board’s decision against Jef¬ 
ferson. who had been de¬ 
scribed during a two -day 
healing in September as hav¬ 
ing the physical ability of a 
normal seaman desjiite his 
loss of a fodt and hand.

"That sabotages the whole 
Human Rights Code." she 
scud.

Asked if he belleN'ed the de¬ 
cision was a mistake in light 
of the trustees’ depision to try 
to reinstate the si)ecial coun¬ 
sellors, Wiens said no. 

"Faced with the same prob¬ 
lem at the same time, Td do 
it again.” 

TIjere was no listing of 
priorities, but Wiens felt that 
if there were, special coun¬ 
sellors “would stand much 
higher than they appear to.” 

"I feel that what haw>ene<f 
to them was very unforlu- 
rvate.” Wiens said, "but It was 
not done out of any lack of ap- 
pi-eciation for their value." 


Federal data bank on loans 
poses threats, says Mair 
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B.C. will’support.Ottawa in 
any attempt to curb loan 
sharks, but has reservations 
about other aspects of the 
Federal Borrowers’ and De¬ 
positors' Protection Act. 

Consumer and C>>r|H)rate 
Affairs Minister Rafe Mair 
said Monday that however 
laudatory the motives behind 
the new act, i^ was bound to 
cause difficulties with the 
provinces. 

C^e of the main problems, 
as Mair secs it. lies in a sec¬ 
tion providing for a national 
data bank ostensibly to pro¬ 
vide protection for a money 
borrower. e 
"Serious issues of civil ti- 
Ijcrties are involved and one 
need only look at the proposal 
to set up a national data bank 
on the extent and use of con- 
.sumer credit to see the 
dangers iK)sed.” Mair said. 
"John Q. Citizen's borrowings 
would no kmger be between 
hkn and the lender, but also 
between him and the state.” 

Mair also took exception to 
federal Consumer Serv'ices 
.Minister Anthony Abbott's 
claim that the provinces had 
helped with the act. 

"Despite what the honor- 
. able minister says in his 
background material, thei-e 
has been no meaningful con¬ 
sultation with the provinces 
concerning this legislation. 
^ ui^less you consider as consul- 
I tation the federal government 
■ telling the province* what 
: they intend to do.” Mair said. 

! The minister said his criti¬ 
cisms were directed at s|x>cir- 
ic sections of the new act. not 
the general thrust of ihe legis¬ 
lation.

The corporation has the 
authority to borrow up to J2(K) 
million, but Wolfe said hond.s 
and debentures • would he 
floated a.s actual cash was re¬ 
quired. 

The J12 million borrowing 
was one of a series authorized 
by the cabinet. 

Biggest of the group was a 
$20U-milIion authorization to 
B.C Hydnvjo ex|3lor> the 
U.S. market pending actual 
borrowing of the money for 
hydro projects. 

"It isn’t the authority to 
liorrow. but the authority lo 
exjdorp the market ])rior (o 
birrow-ing.” U'otfe said. 

The B.C. Deficit Ret>ayment 


Fund was authorized to pay 
back $50 million borrowed 
from the Insurance Oirp of 
B.C. liien to turn around and 
borrosv the $50 million on the 
open market. 

That complicated deal ia 
(Mrt of $181 million the goi- 
emment granted ICBC to ball 
it nut of debt, then borrowed 
back at normal interest rates. 
The bulk of the money bor¬ 
rowed has now bfgn. paid 
hack to IC!T3C. 

Wolfe said ICBC was devel¬ 
oping its own long-lerm fi¬ 
nancing fiolicy and w^ould use

Majority 
of‘Whites 
reformers 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter) 
More than half of all white 
South Africans would support 
niaior changes in the race 
laws, inducing integration of 
sport, theatres, universities 
and churches, a national, sur¬ 
vey showed Monday. 

The .survey,V commissioned 
fi'oni a private comi>any by 
the Afrikaans-Ianguage news- 
paper Rapport, showed that in 
general the white pr^Hilatinn 
uould back the scrapping of 
many of the government's 
apartheid laws invrtving the 
separate develc^ment ctf the 
races. 

The reaults of the survey 
was disclosed as the country’s 
black woricers laj^ely ignored 
a strike call by black mili¬ 
tants after employers warned 
that absentees could lose their 
iobs. Johannesburg firms re- 
(wi-ted almost normal atten- 
flante and. in CajiC Town. fMV 
lire said many workers car¬ 
ried slicks and clubs as pro- 
tei'tion. 

A majority of whiles ques¬ 
tioned in the survey favored 
abolition of the Immorality 
Act, forbidding sex across the 
color line, and of the Mixed 
Marriages Act. 

Almost 71 per cent favored 
abolition of the pass laws 
which require all bla< ks to 
carry passes showing whether 
they are authorized to be in a 
particular area. But the ques¬ 
tion carried the proviso that 
the alternative was the carry¬ 
ing of identity documents by 
all wccs. 

More than 57 per cent fa- 
voj'od abolition of job resen a- 
tion. which reserves certain 
occupatijms for whites only. 

The survey also showed 
there was still opfxxsllion to 
some changes, 

Fewer than 4'J per cent of 
I he w hites questioned thought 
there should be one class of 
taxi for all races at present 
blacks can only use taxis 
marked "second class" and 
only 47.4 per ceni favored 
linrcstricted (sissessioi), of 
property by all races.

Basic skills not neglected, survey finds

Public itchool students in 
Grades 4, 8 and 12^in B.C. are 
bnaically satislactnry in ^n> 
Klish lan'^aRe arts but sonie 
^reas of weakness (k) exist, a 
report on a recent education 
doi'artment survey shrnvs. 

Three Reports from an 
assessment ppr>gram conclutb 
ed that ^.000 students in 
C'.rade 4 appeared to be satls- 
laotory in basic vocabulary, 
umlerstandins parts of words, 
identifying the main ideas of 
a paragraph, applying logical 
skills and understanding prod¬ 
uct labels. 

The major weakness noted 
uas in use of the dictionary. 

The report on the random 
sampling of :i.8no students in 
C.radcs 8 and 12 said that they 
were strong In com¬ 
municating their basic Ideas 
but weak in the mechanics of 
writing, indicating a higher 
priority should be given to Im¬ 
proving writing skills. 

The report is the first phase 
nf the department's provihee- 
widc learning assessment prf>' 
gram which will im iucle test¬ 
ing of reading skills for 
t ;r»ries 8 and 12 and math and 
v>clnl studies for students in 
Grades 4, 8 and 12, said John 
Meredith, pnn'lndal superin¬ 
tendent of educational pro¬ 
grams t schools). 

Meredith and Dr. Jerry 
Musslo, the department's 
head of learning assessment 
were berth at a Monday press 
i-onference calleel by deputy 
education minister Dr. Walter 
Hardwick to unveil the refiori. 

Meredith said he was "plea¬ 
santly surprised" because the 
resuHs were better than he 
expected and there was no ev¬ 
idence of a serious decline in 
the quality of learning. 

Musslo said the department 
would like to .see a currji'ulum 
development, upgrading of In- 
senlce programa and upgrad¬ 
ing of teaching skills at the 
university level arising from 
the evaluation. 

llanhvlck said that as a re¬ 
sult of the provlncewvlde test¬ 
ing. some districts having dlf- 
liciilty meeting the standanis 
might receive more aid. fi¬ 
nancial or other, from the ed¬ 
ucation department. For e.x- 
ample, Hardwick said, some 
pcrspnnrl might 1)e seconded 
from bne district to help an¬ 
other Me sHid It was only a 
TKisslblUty at this stage, not a 
jMillcy. 

Some of the problems noted 
111 the surN'ey. llardwii’k said, 
were already being tackled by 
primnr>’ leuchers.

.The survey showed 80 per 
cent could write,lin essay 
which had a developed ar¬ 
gument or thesis: 71 f>er cent 
could organize an essay to 
show appropriate substantia¬ 


tion: 65 per cent had individu¬ 
al paragraphs which w^rc 
well develoi)ed. 

Under sentence usage. 73 
I)er cent had clear sentences: 
61 |)er cent had acceptable 
sentence Htru< lure; and 22 per 
cent had .sophisticated sen¬ 
tences.

concerned teacher qualifica¬ 
tion. 

The study indicated that; 

• About 75 per cent of En¬ 
glish teachers at the second¬ 
ary level had no specialized 
training in reading instruc¬ 
tion. 

• About 49 per cent of ele¬ 
mentary teachers reported no 
specialized training in. the 
leaching of reading. 


• About one-third of Grade 
8 teachers and one-quarter of 
Grade 11 and 12 teachers re¬ 
ported no training in comptosi- 
tion teaching. 

• About 24 per cent of ele¬ 
mentary teachers had not re¬ 
ceived university training in 
language arts instruction.

The ideal student, according 
to data from an education de- 
partment language arts 
assessment released Mrmday, 
is f Canadian-born girl who 
never changes si^hwls or 
watches more than two hours 
of television nightly.

Garden Notes 


One o< my very good 
friends makes a pc^t of sit* 
ting down'at her desk every 
night before she goes to bed 
and writing up her garden 
4iaiy in greet detail, noting 
which plants have come into 
bloom and how they have 
reacted to various cultural 
treatment while these things 
are still fresh in her mind. 

She can tell you which 
crocus, over the years, is 
moat likely to come into 
bloom first: which rose stands 
up best in a wet summer; 
how her polyanthus respond 
to va^knis fertiUzers and 
which insect sprays will mar 
or spot the petals of her gla* 
dioulus. I have often thought 
that this wealth of recorded 
experience is re^xmsiUe to a 
great extent for her uncom¬ 
monly fine garden. 

I don’t keep any formal gar^ 
den diary myself, for X don’t 
/ 


have veiy systematic work 
habits and — let’s face it — I 
am just too plain la^. But for 
some years now 1 have,-b$eR. 
watching and mentally rxHing 
which flowers keep on bloom¬ 
ing after moot of the garden 
has packed ip. 

I don't mean just the odd or 
occasional winter fknver of 
calendula or sn^xlragcHi. but 
the kinds which can be count¬ 
ed on to make a worthwhile 
display very late in the year. 

In addition to the tradi- 
t i o n a 11 y autumh-blooming 
plants like the Chrysan¬ 
themums and the fall asters, 
there is a surprising number 
(rf plants which seem to be 
most reluctant to pack it up 
and call it a day. 

ProbaWy the brightest are 
three heathers — Calhina 
vulgaris H. E. Beale, pink 
with long spikes and a carpet¬ 
ing habit of growth; Calluna 


vulgaris hibemica, single pink 
and with a similar growth 
habit, and C< Y. SeaiOei, an 
exceptionally fine white 
"'Tieather. 

You don’t often find a 
dianthus that worics overtime 
— in fact, some of the (dder 
\pmKs are notoriously short in 
their season of bloom — but 
we have a small patch of one 
called Airs. Clark which 
makes a brilliant ^lasb of 
\'ivid de^ cherry red well on 
into November. • 

Ckxxl luck rather than good 
management was responsible 
lor our planting the charming 
Mrs. Claric alongside the clear 
Uue of Gentian ^no-omato, 
also blooming its head 
off.This gentian must have 
taken a foncy to our soil and 
aspect, for we haven’t had 
even a smell of trouble with it 
although it is a notoriously 
miffy plant in most gardens.

WASHTNCTON — One of 
the Wg issues of the presiden¬ 
tial campaign has been unem- 
jrfoyment. We’ve had so many 
different figures on who is out 
of work and who isn't, that 
nobody knows what to twlleve 
any more. One of the reasons 
we can’t get hard figures on 
unemployment is that there ia 
a certain segment of the p<^ 
ulation that isn’t sure whether 
it wants to work or not.

“This morning I went into 
Robert's rocwn,’’ Clancy said, 
“and he was sacked out after 
arriving home at four in the 
morning.

I 
t(kl him most jobs advertised 
in the newspaper were taken 
by afternoon, and that if he 
was serious about wanting a 
job he had to get early in 
the morning to flrKl cme. Was 
I being unreasonable?’’ 

I told Cancy I didn’t think 
so. 

My friend said, “The prob¬ 
lem seems to be that Robert 
isn’t certain he w^ants a job. 
He claims that most of the 
jobs being offered are nrt 
\'eiy interesting and require 
you to do things you weren't 
trained to do.’’ 

“What is Robert trained to 
do?" 

“Nothing.” Cancy said. 
"He has three years of col¬ 
lege and majored in psycholo¬ 
gy. There are very few jobs 
open for • somecme who has 
three years of psychology. It’s 
not enough psychology for 
some personnel managers, 
and it’s too much psychology 
for others.’’ 

"Did he say what he would 
like to do?’’ 

“He isn’t sure. He told me 
he would like to make a lot of 
money so I wouldn’t bug him

It’s correct that he 
isn’t working, but if he isn’t 
looking for a job I*m not cer¬ 
tain that he iw't flying under 
false colors. There are so 
many sincere people trying to 
find jobs that it seems unfair 
to have someone like Robert 
lumped in with them. I gue.ss 
there ars thousands of kid.«t 
like him who want to start at 
the top, so it's impossible for 
the labor department to kno^^‘ 
how many jobs they have to 
provide to make the economy 
strong again." 

"Maybe Cbngress could 
pass a special bill for people 
like Robert. They^ could set 
aside 300 or -lOO' executive 
vice-presidential positions 
that kids who dropped out of 
schoed could apply for," I 
suggested. 

“It would be a solution," 
Qancy admitted, "providing 
the government was willing to 
interview them alter two 
o’clock in the afternoon. You 
can’t expect kids like Robert, 
with their educational back¬ 
grounds and upbringing, to 
start looking for work in the 
morning."

li you inform such a person 
that so-and-so is likely to hap¬ 
pen. that person assumes you 
wxxikl like it to h^ipen — 
even though yom* own prefer¬ 
ence has ranting to do wkh 
your prediction. Then you are 
cast out of the councils of the 
mighty because of your 
"bias." 

This, in a wizened nutshell, 
Is the story E. J. Kahn mov¬ 
ingly relates in His bock, The 
China Hands, about the U.S. 
Foreign Service officials in 
the Far'East durjng the two 
decades the West were “los¬ 
ing " China. — 

These honest, infomied and 


dedicated Americans kept on 
warning the State Department 
that Chiang was bound to 
lose, and the Communists 
were going to win. But this 
was not what official Wash¬ 
ington wranted to hear — and 
so these men were ignored, 
gagged, transferred, and , vili¬ 
fied as “pro-Red," while 
everything they predicted 
came true. 

Much the same happened in 
.the 1960s, ia Vietnam, when 
those few voices in the foreign 
service who observed that 
South Vietnam could not win 
Ths wer were similarly shut 
up. As a result, President 
JcAuison was consis'lentiy lied 
to about chances there, got in 
too deep, and had to resign 
wken he learned something of 
the appailling truth about it. 

This is what Iwings down 
governments, and men in 


pow'er, more than any other 
single factor: dieir un¬ 
willingness to listen to unpala¬ 
table truths, and their pen- 
cAvant for banking those wiio 
bring them massages they do 
not care to hear. Nixon is the 
prime tragedy of this folly. 

In contrast, a magazine bi¬ 
ography of I/L Rabl, the dis¬ 
tinguished Columbia physi¬ 
cist. relates an incident just 
before Dwight Eisenhower 
w*as appointed President of 
Columbia. He had made a 
statement that Prof. R^l 
considered totally wrong, and 
Rabl stqod up publicly and 
said so. 

Soon after Ike was elected 
president of the U.S., he 
tapped Rabl to be his chief 
economic adviser, on the 
grounds that he wanted a 
man who felt free to disagree 


with him and point out when 
he wias wrong. In this Incident 
Ike revealed himself as a 
wise chooser of subordinatee. 

But this attitude did not 
carry over into other areas of 
government; neither Ite, n»>r 
earlier nor successive pre.s- 
idents, bent a willing ear to 
our profoasional experts on 
foreign policy. All they want¬ 
ed to • ^ar were the good 
things aboyt our dubiou.s 
‘‘allies," and the bad things 
about our quondam “ene- 
nue8.‘* 

Th the Bible (I Kings '22: 
2-28>, the question is raised: 
How do you tell the difference 
between a true prophet and a 
false one? The gist of the an¬ 
swer is that tlie false prophet 
tells you what you want t*j 
hear, wiiile the true one gives 
you the bad news. It goes 
back a long time.

In Brazzaville, the official Congolese radio said two 
Congolese players, the trainer and the team doctor 
were severely injured. 

The team was rushed back to Brazzaville aboard 
the personal plane of President Marien Ngouabi. 

The president had been watching the match on tele¬ 
vision and dispatched the plane as soon as the fighting 
broke out, the radio said.

PORT — •'Cer¬ 

tainly the canal has change 
in my time — ^nd some of the 
changes deeply concern me, 
and I think should be of con¬ 
cern to all of MS who use it for 
our-living or our recreation.” 

The speaker was a man 
who was introduced to the lat¬ 
est meeting of the Alberni 
District Museum and Historic 
Society as “a legend In his 
own time in his own town. 

He’s Captain Rich McMinn. 
master and co^jwner of the 
Lady R6se. the sturdy little 
Scottish-built vessel that daily 
makes its run from Port Al- 
bemi to Bamfield and Uclue- 
let. 

THU “CANAL” he was 
speaking of was the Alberni 
Inlet. It is the mark of a na¬ 
tive Port Albemian to refer to 
the inlet as “the canal”, and 
McMinn brought to ttie meet¬ 
ing some marine charts from 
the turn of the century that 
clearly mark the waterway as 
fte JUbemi, Canal. He ne\'er 
refers to it in any other man¬ 
ner, and he has spent his en¬ 
tire life on and around ii. 

McMinn v*as bom in Lady¬ 
smith, and after a brief few 
years in England the family 
returned to Port Alberni, 
where his father was a 
member of the local police 
force. His early exi>erience 
woricing around the Kshlng 
boats set his heart on the sea. 
and he had to be "pushed” 
through school before getting 
his first job, which lasted only 
long enough to accumulate 
the money to buy his first 
boat. 

^\1th five years out to sene 
in the Royal Canadian NaNy 
during tlie war, he has spent 
his life ever pince on the 
u-atew of the West Coast and 
in his hieRn'ed “canal.” 

Immediately after the war 
he returned to work for the 
Barkley Pound Transportation 
Co., in what he terms the 
•’era <rf the rchucks” — three 
ve.ssels which the company 
employed.to haul passengers 
and freight in the inlet. Bark- 
lay !vound and Nootka Sound. 

THE rCinXTC 1, McMinn 
recalled, ^^'as a small vessel 
of only T* feet and carried 
only live trms of cargo: U had 
t\nn diesels and ‘‘controls like 
a streetcar”, and a good 
many of the trips acro^ the 
sound from Bamfield to 
Ucluelet ijr hea\-y winter 
w’eather “w'ere a bit hairy, to 
say the least.” 

The Uchuck 2 was little bet¬ 
ter. A com'erted West Van¬ 
couver feny lx>at, it had . 
power enough Ixit ’ a rather 
na.sty habit cf burying her 
nose in ^e big ones and tak¬ 
ing tons of water-onto her flat 
decks, which kept the prow 
from coming up again.” 

. “As a r€«ult. there was 
more than one occasion when 
we had to turn her about m a 
gale and head for home 
again.” 

Uchuck 3 was the first real¬ 
ly seaworthy ship in the ser¬ 
vice. An ex-na\y vessel, it 
was large enough for anything 
the sound < ould throw at her. 
canrjing up' to 180 twis of 
cai'go (the current Lady Rose 
carries just 25) and more pas¬ 
senger space than was ever 
u.se<t. 

“The only really dangerou.s 
trips, we had in that ship 
(which is still active in West 
Coast waters) were those we 
made fnim the Sarita lumber 
camps on Friday nights, when 
we W'ere booked to take the 
freshly-paid loggers to Port 
for the weekend. ^ 

“The daf^r wasn t from 
any weather cr that kimi of 
thing either - there were 
times when tlie boys damn 
near wTe<‘ked the ^passenger 
department before ’wg could 
eet them to toi\n. U got so 
bad they had to form a vigi¬ 
lante committee to try and 
keep the lads in line, but 
when even that didn’t work 




the company stopped the 
run.” 

THE U ilUOK 1 eventually 
became McMinn’s first pas- 
scfiger-cargo ship on the inlet. 

“The company was pulling 
her out of 8er\1ce, so I went 
to Vancouver with $200 in my 
l>ocket and a lot <rf nen'e and 
came back a shipowTiei;.” he 
said. *»*• 

A few months later, Iw 
heard of the po6.sU>il3ty to 
tain the Lady Rose, and in 
partnership with John Mon- 
rufet form'ed Albenri Marine 
Transportatkm Ltd., and pur¬ 
chased the vessel in Vanc«>u- 
ver. That was 16 years ago. 
and the two have been mak- . 
ing the daily run down the 
inlet in Tlie L^dy ever since. 

McMinn terms the ship "the 
most successful veasel on the 
coast for her job”. She has a 
thick rivetted steel hull which 
passes her annual inspection 
each year "in a breeze”, and 
a shape which is ideal for 
waters full of deadheads 
. thick amickships and narrow 
at. each end. with a single 
screw located w'ell back from 
the stem, so that debris is 
pushed aside rather than 
sucking into the prop. Her 
Pide doors allow for loading 
and unloading off floating 
docks, and her winches will 
handle the most awkward 
cargo. 

SHE’S CARRIED ever>- 
thing from goats to grandih- 
zinos in her time, Mclffim 
said, and he sees no reason 
why residents of the inlet and 
the many tourists who take 
advantage of her daily run 
won’t see her doing her job 
“for a lot of years yet.” 

Returning to the changes he 
has seen on the. "canal”, 
McMinn said they had been 
both pwitive and negative. 

On the positive side were 
.such things as Hie 16 nariga- 
tiOTKil Itehts and the foghorn 
at Polly Point which assist in 
running the distance at night, 
compared to only four such 
lights in years past. 

He no longer has to contend 
with the huge log rafts which 
tugs used to slowly urge along 
the route. These have been 
replaced with the giant .self- 
propelled and self-unloading 
log carriers which now' come 
into Alberni at regular ship 
speed from as far away as the 
Queen Qiarlottes. 

THERE ARE fewer small 


oats tb be concerned 
about when ninning at night 
or In bad weather. 

“The fishing irtdustn.- is 
much more sophisticated tvm. 
with the same (|uantit>* but 
fe\ver and bigger boats, all 
VI el! equippf^. We ^.km»w 
where they are at all t^es 
now,” he said. \ 

The pmnis of concern? 

McMlnii puts them in two 
categories, the water itself 
and the physical environment 
of the Inlet. 

"Being a blind inlet, the 
canal is very subject to pollu¬ 
tion right here at Port Alber¬ 
ni. and I’m afraid It’s getting 
il. The problem is that there 
is' M wav for it to escape: il 
might be taken six miles out 
to seaward with an outgoing 
tide, hut it's brought right 
back in again with the high 
tide.” 

McMkm said he and other 
user* of the “canal” have in 
recent years noticed a red 
stain In the waters between 
Alberni and Franklin River, 
and that he believes that ()Ol- 
lutlon levels have definitely 
had ftomething to do with the 
decrease in the catoh of a va¬ 
riety of fish. 

As to the environment alimg 
the waterway. McMinn son 
well recall the day when there 
“weren’t the great slashes of 
logged forest along the hills of 
the canal as there are today." 

His concern here is the fact 
that "I think we’re all aware 
of how those forests grew on 
those rocky hills it was on 
the humus buill up from dead 
forest over the centuries.” 

BI T IF THE forest is re- 
planted nnw, and then logged 
and replanted again, that 
base «td will quickly get to a 
point at which it will be insuf¬ 
ficient to siijJixirt further 
gnowlh. 

McMINN had ‘me more 
suggestion fur the group. A 
great mnn>’ bays, iiolnl«, 
coves and bluffs along the 
canal remain unnamed on the 
charts, he piinteil out, and It 
might be fxissible for the hln- 
tnrlc siH’iety Up give them 
names in keeping with the 
history of the area, names of 
people who had contrllHited to 
the building of the community 
ns it U known today. 

No one suggested it. but 
of the first points on the canal 
to be given a new name« might 
well be a McMinn Lootaiut.

The children live on Proteo 
tkon Island, in Nanaimo Har- 
b(xr and, as ct Friday after^ 
noon, are without transpor¬ 
tation from the island to the 
city and return. 

The Protection Island ferry, 
operated by Leeshore Resorts 
Limited, ceased its regular 
runs Friday afternoon when 
Insurance coverage carried 
by the compeny expired. The 
cooHiany holding the policy 
has stopped doing business In 
B.C. and. to date, the com¬ 
pany has been unable to get a 
re|Hacement. 

The municipal affairs de¬ 
partment Is studying a pro¬ 
posal whereby it would pro- 
vide a subsidy to the ferry so 
that it could continue to 
<iperate under new. higher In¬ 
surance rates, but a decision 
on that Is not expected for .10 
days or two weeks. 

A parents' group on the is¬ 
land has decided it will en¬ 
courage island residents to 
keep their children lM>me 
from school until a permanent 
answer to the problem la- 
found. 

Mayor Frank Ney said Fri¬ 
day. following a meeting in 
Victoria, that he felt the 
school board should make 
special arrangements to get 
the children to school., 

In Nanaimo Sunday, th^ 
United Fishermen and Allied 
Workers Union offered to pro¬ 
vide transportation for stu- 
tlents aboard the 4S*foot 
(leorge Miller for attending 
school, but parents turned 
dcMTi the offering, 8n>ing they 
rreferred to wait It out until a 
permanent solution to the 
problem,.!* found.

Night visitors ‘friendly’

The average pei'son has never seen a 
rrtember of Gi-eater Victoria’s large racoon 
population, accoi-ding to a Provincial Museum 
zoologist. 

The zoologist, Charles Guiguet, said the 
chunky, 20-i»und mammals are friendly, noc- 
lurnal creatures which will return to a hou.sc 
fo]' handouts, accompanied by their litters. 

They eat anything, Guiguet said in an 
interview. "Bread, fiv/lt, meal, dogfood, gai-- 
biige. Some people feed them and tame them 
lo come around regularly.” 

Late at night or before dawn, one can see 
them crossing a stieet in groups of two or three. 

Guiguet said the bushy-tailed black-masked 
animals i-oam at night seai'ching fof food, and 
prefer to spend their days "at the top of a good 
tall tree.” 

He said it didn’t matter what kind of tree 
as long as it was tall. 

"If you see a bundi of crows yapping 
ajound a treetop, it’s usually because there’s a 
racoon there. Crows don't like racoons because 
they steal eggs from their nests. Even when the 
nesting season is over, they’ll bug the racoon, 
Iwl he’ll just sit tight.” 


Although the great homed o«l, a tough 
bii'd-pi'edator, has been known to ea^^by coons, 
the animal’s main enemy is man, Guiguet said. 

The zoologist recalled an incident a few 
yearn ago in Oak Bay when a woman called 
police after she had spotted a racoon in a tree 
top. 

"It had probably knocked over a garbage 
ean.” Guiguet said. "The police came and they 
shot it.” 

\ racoon could always be trapped live and 
carriM away, he said; 

In the B.C. wilds, a racoon could lay for 
weeks with its leg caught in a steeljaw trap. 
Rather than stay in the trap, a racoon will try 
to chew off its leg, but usuaily only succeeds in 
, breaking the bone or chippipg its teeth against 
the sted 

• Canadian and American furriers seek out 
racoon fur, which is valuable to the lua-ativc 
international fur'trade. 

"A lot of people think if an animal is 
alive and wild they should destroy it,” Guiguet 
said. 

“You should go out to the Tofino mud flats 
at night. All those racoons eating mud-shrimps 
and clams look like the city of Vanbouver ttlth 
all Uieir eyes shining in your flashlight.” 


Shipyard unions 
hold k.o. punch

Tradesmen from 24 unions 
may soon be in a position to 
deliver a knockout punch to 
an adversary which is already 
on its knees. 

The, prospective target is 
the dual shitjyard operation of 
Yarrows Ltd. in Victoria and 
Burrard Dry Dodc Co. in 
North Vancouver where a 
business famine has left both 
outlets with greatly-reduced 
wxirk crews. 

Members of the 24 unions 
will conduct a strike vote 
Monday. This follow's another 
\x>te in which latest con¬ 
tract offer was rejected by 
the unions on an 18-to-six 
spilt. 

Under the terms of tha 
Joint Shipyards Ccmference to 
\vhich they belong, all of the 
unions are guided by the ma¬ 
jority vote. 

Conference president Jim 
McAvoy of Victoria said the 
last shipyard strike occurred 
13 years ago and lasted sever; 
al weeks. He said the unions 
were faced this time with an 
offer that w'ould have been 
more than four per cent below 
that allowable by federal An¬ 
ti-Inflation Board guidelines. 
’This is based on the eight-per^ 
cent AIB guideline • for this 
year and the sbc-pcr-cent ceil¬ 
ing ne.xt year. 

Details of the offer haven't 
been disclosed, but William 
Hudson of Vancouver, pres¬ 
ident of both Yarrows and 
Burrard, said he had reason 
to “question” McAvoy's claim 
that the increase would fall so 
far below the guideline level.' 

He said he suspected the 
unions w ere considering 
w'ages only and not including 
the costs of fringe benefits. 
All costs are lumped togeth¬ 
er by the AIB when deter¬ 
mining whether increases sur¬ 
pass the guidelines. 

.McAvoy said the drastic 
lack of wotic has over the last 
several months altered tiie 
employment picture in the 
two outlet* from a "posstole 
high” of 1.800 to 900 or fewer. 
But HudsOT «aid only “about 
One-third of the work forpe” Is 
still on the job. 

“And there is a great possl- 
bifffc^ of further layoffs. 
There’s just no work.” 

Both management and the 
unions agree on one point: the 


severe slump in shipbuilding 
is not isolated but is part of a 
world-wide “soft market.” 

Monday's strike vote is ex¬ 
pected to be tabulated by 
noon Tuesday, but no legal 
walkout could occur wliile me¬ 
diator Fred Geddes is still ax- 


tively involved in the dispute. 

The indication was that the 
unions w'ould — if given a 
strike mandate — ask Geddes 
to “report out.” This is the 
formality necessary in wind¬ 
ing up mediation without an 
agreement.
